Conditions of Service of R.A.M.C. Officers 


The following letter from the War Office has been received 
by the Medical Secretary, British Medical Association : 
The War Office, 
London, S.W.1. 
Sir, September 5th, 1934. 

With reference to your letter of August 8th, 1934, I am 
commanded by the Army Council to ‘inform you that the 
revised conditions of service of officers of the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, which have been approved as a result of 
the recommendations of the Warren Fisher Committee 
on the Medical Branches of the Defence Services, have 
effect, in the case of both officers serving on the British 
Establishment and those serving in India, from May Ist, 
1934. 

The Council are informed that, as a result of certain 
difficulties which have been encountered in connexion 
with the detailed application cf the Warren Fisher re- 
organization in the case of Royal Army Medical Corps 
officers serving on the Indian Establishment, the issue 
of the higher rates of pay to officers serving in India who 
are eligible for immediate promotion or accelerated incre- 


ments of pay in accordance with the new conditions of | 


In all such cases, 


however, the adjustment of the pay of the officers con- | 


cerned will ultimately be made with effect from May Ist, 
1934.

THE INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


Medical Treatment of Seamen as “Temporary Residents” 


Correspondence of no little interest has been passing 
between a shipping company, the Insurance Committee, 
and the Ministry of Health on the subject of the cost 
of medical treatment given to seamen in the employ of 
the company while temporarily ashore. With a view to 
the proper understanding of the issue it is necessary to 
give the following references to the Acts and Regulations 
involved in the correspondence: 


1. Under Section 62 (1) of the National Health Insurance 
Act, 1924, an insured person, whether master or seaman, is 
not entitled to medical benefit for any period during which 
the owner of the ship is, under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1894, as amended by any subsequent enactment, or other- 
wise, liable to defray the expense of the necessary surgical 
and medical advice and attendance and medicine of the 
master or seaman. 

2. Section 34 (1) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1906, as 
amended by the Act of 1923, provides: 


‘If the master of, or a seaman belonging to, a ship 
receives any hurt or injury in the service of the ship, or 
suffers from any illness (not being an illness due to his 
own wilful act or default or to his own _ behaviour), 
the expense of providing the necessary surgical and 
medical advice and attendance and _ medicine, and 
also the expenses of the maintenance of the master or 
seaman until he is cured, cr dies, or is returned to a proper 
return port, and of his conveyance to the port, and in 
the case of death the expense (if any) of his burial, shall 
be defrayed by the owner of the ship, without any 
deduction on that account from his wages.”’ 


3. According to a legal decision given in 1903, even if a 
ship has returned to the proper return port, the medical 
expenses incurred thereafter are not recoverable. 

‘4. Article 17 of the Medical Benefit Consolidated Regula- 
tions, 1928, lays it down that if an insured person... 
removes . . . temporarily from his place of residence he shall 
on removal be entitled to select a practitioner. . If the 
removal is temporary the insured person may be. accepted 
for treatment as a temporary resident. . . . For the purpose 
of this Article the removal of an insured person shall be 
deemed to be temporary if at the date when he removes he 
intends to remain for a pericd of less than three months in 
the area within which the practitioner . . . accepting him 
for treatment has undertaken to provide treatment . . . and 
the expression ‘‘ temporary resident ’’ shall be construed 
accordingly. 

Clause 4 of the Distribution Scheme is as follows: 


“Temporary Residents. A person who is accepted by, 
or assigned to, a practitioner as a temporary resident after 
the first day of a quarter will be deemed to be included in 
his list on the first day of the next quarter. Provided 
that if any application for treatment in case of accident 
or other sudden emergency is made by an insured person

(a) who is outside the radius of practice of the practitioner 
responsible for his treatment, or (b) who is not on the list 
of any practitioner and who is outside the area of his 
residence, and if in either case the insured person intends 
to remain, and in fact remains outside such radius or area 
for less than 24 hours the practitioner providing treatment 
will, instead of having the applicant placed cn_his list, 
be entitled to be paid as though the treatment had been 
given in an emergency under the immediately preceding 
Clause, and the amount paid to the practitioner will be 
payable out of the Fund in the same manner and subject 
to the same conditions as payments made in respect of the 
administration of anaesthetics. For the purpose of calcu- 
lating each practitioner's share of the Fund, credits in 
respect of temporary residents will be reckoned in the 
ratio of six to one to those in respect of permanent 
residents.”’ 

Coming to the actual cases forming the subject of the 
correspondence, it appears that the Department has had 
under consideration on previous occasions the question 
whether an Insurance Committee could properly decline 
to accept responsibility for an account rendered by an 
insurance practitioner in respect of treatment given to 
seamen calling in at the port and coming ashore and 
presenting themselves at the surgery for treatment. The 
Department approached the Board of Trade some years 
ago and was advised that a shipowner would not be 
regarded as liable for the medical expenses of the seamen 
temporarily removed from a ship for treatment at a port 
in this country, and this was also the view of the Legal 
Department of the Ministry. In these circumstances the 
Insurance Committee was informed that the arrange- 
ments for medical benefit under the Insurance Acts would 
apply. 

The Insurance Committee found itself in this difficulty. 
A temporary resident must insert in Part D of his medical 
card the address at which he is staying in the Committee’s 
area. If the seaman has been landed and thus has a 
temporary address ashore the position is quite clear, but 
if the man stays aboard ship and merely visits the doctor's 
surgery the only address he can give is that of the ship. 
A practitioner who accepts a temporary resident is 
required to visit him, if necessary, at the address at 
which the insured person was residing when accepted (or 
elsewhere within the area of the doctor’s practice), but 
visits on shipboard are definitely outside the contract by 
virtue of the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts. 
These men have their homes at another port in this 
country, and stay there between voyages, and are thus 
quite rightly entitled to medical treatment from insurance 
doctors there. The voyage is a round one, where the 
men have no address other than that of the ship. 

The Committee suggested that, as the stay ashore was 
in each case of less than twenty-four hours’ intended 
duration, the case might be regarded as falling within 
the proviso to the first paragraph of Clause 4 of the 
Distribution scheme. The difficulty here, however, is 
whether every case could be regarded as an accident or 
other sudden emergency. The Department, in the course 
of a reply to the Committee, points out that the shipping 
company apparently appreciates that it is no part of the 
obligations of an insurance doctor to visit a seaman while 
on board ship. It would, however, seem to be difficult 
to hold that a man who, when in a port which is not 
his home address, attends at an insurance doctor’s surgery 
for treatment is not entitled to treatment as a temporary 
resident solely because he has no temporary address on 
shore. Normally, where a seaman does so attend at the 
surgery there would be no question of a visit to the ship 
by the doctor, and the case would generally fall within 
the twenty-four-hour proviso in the distribution scheme. 

It should be borne in mind that the payment for 
persons who come within the definition of ‘‘ temporary 
residents,’’ either in the general sense of persons intending 
to remain in a district for less than three months or in 
the special case of the twenty-four-hour proviso, is merely 
a question of the distribution of the Practitioners’ Fund 
and not a question of the payment out of any supple- 
mentary fund. If the obligation rests on an insurance 
practitioner to give treatment to any person who comes 
to his surgery and represents that he is an insured person, 
then clearly the practitioner must look to the Insurance 
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Fund for payment, either for any person coming on to 
his list or for emergencies and temporary residents. It 
may be observed that the difficulty which the Insurance 
Committee felt—whether the case of a seaman can always 
properly be regarded as an accident or other sudden 
emergency—could be placed beyond any doubt by 
amending the terms of the distribution scheme so as to 
make special provision for the case of seamen coming 
ashore and applying at a doctor’s surgery for treatment, 
whether arising from an accident or other sudden 
emergency or otherwise.

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 


The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1935. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1934. 


5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be yee See in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a moito, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for. publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association.
